We have a guest who is an editor with a major house. He is taking a walk, so I 
respond in haste to the very helpful mailing with the superb job on Ford. 

Howard edited what ± wrote. Jim read it and made somesuggestions. I am now editing 
it. While I was doing other things Howard started preparing the documentation, It is 
bascially what you suggest although there may in a small number of cases be disagreement 
on interpretation. The three of us went over this documentation together and agree. 

Before I haveix to stop and so I can mail this in the morning, let me ask, please, 
for clear and entirely unmarked pages from Ford’s book. It is mechanically impossible 
to reproduce it the way you have it but it should be reproduced, I think in full, in a 
format that is mechanically feasible. I have gone over this with the editor friend who 
had read the transcript and did read your comments and selections on Ford. 

I hope Jim will not object to the extra number of pages this will require, but what 
I'd like- to do is use facing pages. I xaay even try to experiment, so if you couldplease 
send two sets^og^pages, as clearly and sharply as you can reproduce them, this will 
enable me to anise a Mistake in experimenting and still do what the editor says will 
work. Don' t mount them but if you can back them it may protect them. 

Unless I hear otherwise from you I will credit you with this. 

There are soiae developments we candt cotaWSmicate but please believe me .'that on 
the basis of what we know we are taking not only the right but the only course. He 
are in agreement on it and I have checked with others. 

If Howard’s hasty note with requests for copies of what has disappeared from ay 
files did not gox into it, there has been a lifting of them by those who can. be 
"critics" only. Ho purpose was served by anyone acting for officials in doing this. 

Hot until I started looking for Stuff tliat was carded showing where it was filed did. I 
learn this. There is nothing I can now do about it but learn from it. 

The Archives letter is helpful* Its wording confirms my analysis. 

When such things as my Hudkins files are stolen, I do feel badly about some of 
those I've trusted. And much of the Hosty stuff. 

I take no comfort from Lifton’s-- silence. Without intending it ix and not being . 
aware of what he might do he could be running Nixon’s interference. 

How much Ford edited I did not dream. I knew immediately that he had. It becomes a 
veiy effective exhibit. The troubles, by the way, start with proportions and reductions. 

I will probably have to do it without reduction. I won t be able to do it with lines. I'LL 
have to use numbers, like footnotes. They’ll correlate? 

Jim is to bo here tomorrow of the next day with his copy. Ho will have read what 
you sent by then.
